Police Department Study Awaited 


By Local Officers 


Upland city ‘officials are today 
in the process.of selecting a con- 
suitant to make a detailed study 
of the Upland* police department 
to determine ‘‘if the present per- 
sonnel is being used to the best 
advantage and to assist in de- 


Police Chief 
Welcomes Study 
Of Department. 


pland Police Chief Ralph 
Palmer expressed hearty approv- 
al of a survey of the police de- 
partment as suggested by mem- 
bers of the city council in their 
meeting last week. 

“T feel it is not only good busi- 
ness but desirable that a survey 
and study be made of the opera- 
tion of my department if it is 
made by an impartial committee 
and all phases of operation and 
comparisons with police depart- 
ments of cities of comparable 
population and area are made’”’, 
Chief Palmer said. 

Some of the items Chief Palm- 
er believes would be included in 
any impartial effort to study the 
department he listed as, com- 
parison of the number of em- 
ployes with those of other cities 
as well as comparison with pre- 
vious years’ operation of his de- 
partment, comparison of case 
loads in the same relationship 
and learn from officers of his 
force the amount of their own 
time spent in unfinished work 
that cannot be completed within 
the hours of their working day, 
and for which they are not given 
extra pay. 

Chief Polmer referred to re- 
cords: in his own department 
showing that in 1950, with a city 
population of 9,125 there were 13 
men and one full time girl con- 
stituting the department while in 
1955 with a population estimated 
by the Chamber of Commerce at 
12,500 his department includes 15 
full time men and one girl. The 
chief notes in. this comparison 
that the increase is in reality 
one man less than this figure in 
that in 1950 a 44 hour work week 
was substituted for the 48 hours 
which in effect meant the loss of 
one man. He also lists the case 
load handled in the 1948-52 period 
as averaging 962 cases handled 
as compared with the 1953-55 
period when the figure increased 
to a 1266 average. 

Additional time consumed by 
his force was indicated by such 
os the change in location of the

“What we need is a complete 
survey of the police department,”’ 
said Eugene G. Nisbet, former 
mayor and-assemblyman from 
this district. ‘‘It may be we are 
spending enough now for the po- 
lice department. It should be de- 
termined if the present manpow- 
er is being used properly.’’ 

He said the police department 
is now costing about $10 annually 
for every individual in the com- 
munity. 

Abner Haldeman _ observed: 
“Are you suggesting we have a 
management survey or efficiency 
study?’’ Councilman Thrall 
agreed with that program. 

Mr. Carr said that ‘special 
emphasis should be given in the 
study on the question of employ- 
ing a juvenile officer. ‘The con- 
sultant, in making a study of the 
department can determine if an 
additional man is needed or if 
changes might be made in the 
assignments of the present pers 
sonnel.”’ 

Arthur Turner, 933 N. Second 
Ave., was present to hear the 
disscussion. 

“T think action should be taken 
as soon as possible in getting a 
juvenile officer on the job.’’ 

Mayor Stone concurred in the 
expressions of the other council- 
men and joined in the request

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Christmas Church Attendance 


Churches in the Upland district — and very likely in 
all parts of the nation — are going to be crowded on Sunday 
as they have never been crowded in any previous Sunday 
this year. 

Of course, Christmas is the logical time for all Christians 
to be in services of worship. Thus, in Upland, “double” serv- 
ices will be held by some churches, where usually only one 
service is sufficient to serve the congregations. 


On every Sunday of the year, services are held for the 
members and the general public — with only a small per- 
centage of the population here. in sanctuary services. Some 
individuals are in church every Sunday but these “100 per 
centers” are comparatively few. 

While it is commendable. for Christians to attend church 
services on Christmas, one might ask about the importance. 
of church services on the other 51 Sundays of the year. 

If public worship is so important on, Christmas, why isn’t 
it more important at other times? 

It is natural for every individual to have a religious 
feeling, to believe in something spiritually. What we believe in 
is usually very apparent. 

If we believe in maintaining a 100 per cent attendance at 
a service club or a lodge meeting, we attend regularly. 

If we believe in a political party, we. vote for its candi- 
dates; if we believe in a doctor, we take his medicine. If we 
believe in an economic theory, we order our affairs according 
to its principles; if we believe in God, we will undertake to 
live according to His principles, as we can come to an under- 
standing of them. ° 

If we really believe in God, we believe the way of life 
He approves will really work. We believe the virtues upon 
which He has placed his endorsement are the supreme. values 
of life. We believe His purposes are best and we seek with 
all our knowledge and by the best light available to know 
His will. 

And so we approach the Christmas season and the oppor- 
tunity to celebrate the anniversary of Jesus’ birth. Most of us 
will go to church and participate in the splendid services 
arranged for public worship. 

Some will bé too busy from then on until next Easter 
or until next Christmas to again be in church. 

These once-a-year church goers are certain the churches 
will be open for them when they wish to attend again. That 
is correct. The churches are always open to anyone seeking 
to enter. 

They are open every Sunday — to everyone; not just 
at Christmas time. 


Christmas Story Vividly Told’ 


Again everyone in the community is privileged to see 
the results of hard work and the thoughtfulness of many 
families. 

We refer to the “Christmas Block,” a display of 22 Yule 
scenes in the area facing Arrow Hwy., Campus Ave., Sixth 
Ave. and F St. More people than ever are expected to see 
the display, judging by the crowds that have already made 
the four-block drive to observe the Christmas story in displays 
and lights. 

Harry Wright and Homer Greear, as co-chairmen, are 
taking up the excellent project started by Darwin Brest sev- 
eral years ago: It takes a lot of work many weeks in advance 
of Christmas. 

To these two leaders and to their neighbors, we can ex- 
press the assurance of many hundreds of Uplanders that their 
work is deeply appreciated. We hope they continue their 
enthusiasm and interest for years. 

Placing of Christmas lights and illuuminated Christmas 
trees on and in houses for public view is another beautiful 
expression of the Christmas spirit. 

Special attention should be given next year in encour-’ 
aging more residents to dress up their houses in Christmas 
attire. The few houses now’so decorated are very attractive. 
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Coordinated Giving Essential 


Many local people. are very anxious to help others. 

This is very apparent by the number of clubs and 
agencies that are providing toys, food, clothing, household 
supplies, money and other things for the unfortunate in the 
community during this Christmas season. 

Some leaders in the various groups are asking: “Are we 
sure some families are not going to be overlooked and that 
some families will receive gifts irom several clubs?” 

A local system of coordinating welfare work and giving 
is very likely to come into being soon after the Christmas 
season. 

The need in some families does not come only at this time 
of the year; it is present at other times due to emergencies 
and for other causes. 

During the summer, for example, one family of nine chil- 
dren had no ice in its ice box and no refrigerator. Ice cost 
too much and the few pennies available went for food. In 
another family, the children slept on boxes and on the hard 
floor becauuse there was no bed and very few covers. 

Other instances could be recited, although this com- 
munity in general is free of many “underprivileged” families. 

If the needs were known to an interested, active group, 
no suffering would exist here, we are sure. The Upland 
chapter of the Red Cross is always. eager to serve, Public 
nurses here are close tg the situation and give much time in 
the interest of helping others. 

The fact remains if all the “giving” were coordinated 
through one agency, duplication could be avoided and the 
contributions would be more. certain to go proportionately to 
the needy cases.
